Today in Georgia Warehouses

IN THE GEORGIA TOBACCO 
BELT, July 23.—And you say you 
can't buy a package of cigarets 
whenever you want? 

Acres and acres of tobacco, 
green, velvety tobacco in the 
fields. The stalks higher than a 
tall man’s head. 

On the big auction warehouse 
floors, more acres of tobacco— 
cured tobacco, burned a_ golden 
brown, in neat piles of 75 to 250 
pounds, stretched end upon end, 
row upon row. 

From hundreds of little curing 
barns comes the pungent odor of 
burning wood, drifting through 
the piney woods of south Georgia. 

Tomorrow, in 67 warehouses in 
17 Georgia towns and two in Flori- 
da, the tobacco auctioneer begins 
his unintelligible spiel and the to- 
bacco, at the clip of 400 piles a 


minute. will be sold to the panto- 


mine of the buyers. 


This will be tne start of the to- 


bacco year. The start of a job of 
selling an indicated tobacco crop 
of 1,890,328,000 pounds. This isn’t 
quite as big as last year’s 1,950,- 
213,000 pounds. But last year’s 
was the biggest crop on record. 

These figures are for the coun- 
try, not Georgia. Georgia flue- 
cured production this year is esti- 
mated at 96,000,000 pounds by the 
U. S. Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics, compared with 93,100,000 
pounds last year. ? 

This tobacco. as most of the 
types of tobaccO grown in the 
southeast, is the kind that goes 
into cigarets. The Georgia season 
lasts only a few weeks. Then it 
‘moves northward into the Caro- 
linas, Virginia, Kentucky, Tennes- 
see and Maryland. 

You won't be smoking this to- 
bacco in your cigaret until a year 
from now, at the earliest. Tobac- 
co goes through long ageing and 
curing processes before it is ready 
for manufacture.

Prices Regulated 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—(4)— 
The OPA issued regulations today 
it said were designed to prevent 
excessive charges to consumers 
for surplus war goods. 

The orders, effective Aug. 22 
and applicable to all resellers, also 
are intended to provide merchants 
with a simpler method of figuring 
their ceiling prices. 

Two steps are being taken to 
prevent excessive resale prices: 

1. Resellers no longer will be 
permitted to use the ceiling for a 
“similar item.” Specific ceilings 
or formulas to calculate them will 
be available. 

2. The pyramiding of prices by

Georgia tobacco farmers will be nearly 
forty million dollars better off by the time 
the season is ended, there being an esti- 
mated crop of 97,000,000 pounds upon 
which the government has set a ceiling of 
40 cents per pound. 


This year’s return will thus probably 
exceed last year’s $36,920,481, the highest 
on record to date. | 


But well it should. For this has been 
a particularly _ heart-and-back-breaking 
season for the Georgia tobacco farmer. 
The weather has been exceedingly unfa- 
vorable, the cold o: March and April re- 
tarding early development and the later 
drouth over a large area of the tobacco 
belt aggravating the delay in maturity. 
Moreover, tobacco farmers have been par- 
ticularly plagued by the labor shortage, 
tobacco being a crop which requires con- 
stant work and attention. It has meant 
long, long hours on the part of the grow- 
er; it has meant the whole family sweat- 
ing in the fields picking suckers off the 
precious leaves; it has meant sleepless 
nights as the curing vigil was maintained. 


Tobacco, in short, requires work, much 
work. Thus a return of $400 an acre is 
not at all out of line with the effort which 
has been expended. Only the thoughtless 
will begrudge the farmer a dime of what 
he gets for his leaf crop. Indeed, it should 
well be more. 


The next few weeks will be prosperous 
ones in Adel, Baxley, Blackshear, Douglas, 
Hahira, Hazelhurst. Metter, Moultrie, 
Nashville, Pelham. Quitman, Statesboro, 
Tifton, Valdosta, Vidalia and. Waycross 
And in Fitzgerald. where a market has 
been opened after a lapse of eight years. 


They will be prosperous weeks, too, 
in scores of other Georgia towns, towns 
which, while they have no market, an- 
nually feel the tide of prosperity which 
the tobacco season brings. It’s trite but 
true that when the farmer has money, 
everybody has money. And tobacco prob- 
ably brings more money in a shorter pe- 
riod of time than any other Georgia crop. 


Georgia’s tobacco production history, 
ineidentally, is a splendid example of what 
can be accomplished through the intro- 
duction and sponsorship of new crops. In 
1917 there were but 440 acres in the entire 
state devoted to tobacco. The ensuing 
decade saw the acreage expand until, in 
1928, 115,000 acres were planted. And, 
while the amount of land planted has re- 
mained more or less stationary since that 
time, the per acreage production has shown 
a healthy growth as farmers learned more 
and more about the crop and its peculiar- 
ities. 

There are, to be sure, still flaws which 
should be remedied in the Georgia market. 
For one thing, in normal times farmers 
could well use the three or four cents per 
pound premium which tied tobacco brings. 
And, for another, the big tobaccé compa- 
nies have set Georgia marketing dates 
very largely at their own convenience, 
often hurrying the Georgia crop so that 
the same set of buyers might be utilized 
in the Carolina markets. 


But these, today at any rate, are but 
minor irritants. The main thing is that, 
after weary weeks of constant effort, 
Georgia’s golden leaf is being marketed. 
It’s a spectacular crop and the festive, 
carnival spirit of the average market town 
is calculated to make the farmer forget 
his woes to the tune of the auctioneer’s 
chant and the jingle of money in pockets 
too frequently bare. 


A Record That Cant Be Minimized 


The War Department has authorized 
publication of the fact that 550 B-29s had 
been produced by Marietta’s Bell Bomber 
Plant by the first of this month. 


That is an average of one a day since 
the first of the big bombers rolled off the 
assembly line Dec. 20, 1943, and, since the 
process of manufacturing is a constantly 
increasing one, it is logical to assume that 
the present rate is far better than the 
over-all average since production was in- 
augurated.

For Those Frogeaters? 


Well, let's see how worried we really are 
| about the possible demoralization—or, if you pre. 
st pale an fer, “bolshevising’’—of Eyrope. 

Is it all high and mighty talk, or just an unpleasant pique about 
Russia and Soviet “influence’’? 

That self-admitted curmudgeon, Harold Ickes, secretary of the 
interior, proposes to send 6,000,000 tons of our short supply of coal 
to Europe. He would send it this fall and winter just at the time 

ou are tearing your shirt tryfng to get a ton or so out at your 
ouse on account of you forgot to order it during the summer and 
the little woman says she and the children are freezing. 


If, at that time, you read that we are sending a few million 
tons to France, what will be your reaction? 

“What, send over coal to warm up those frogs—and me and my 
kids cold and the old lady hollering her head off? What kind of 
a country and government is this, anyhow? The war’s over. What 
do I care whether those frogeaters freeze or not? Keep the coal 
at home.” 

And if from high places there goes out the word to keep Amer- 
ican coal at home and congress, or the President does it, we will 
have attained an ironic position indeed. 

Because, as we have ,seen again and again, fear of a further 
leftward political trend is greatest among those who want America 
to keep itself free from “Europe’s troubles.” 


They now are in the unenviable position of trying to do some- 
thing to maintain or restore faith in the American way of life and 
form of government, or to withhold our hand and permit grim 
want and hunger really to complete the demoralization, both physi- 


cal and political, of the large nations of Europe. 
Europe’s industry is in a badly confused position. 


Good Sense So is its transport. So are its coal mines. Sec- 
retary Ickes is not a man merely in love with the sound of his own 
voice when he says: 

“I do not think that it is going too far to say that a coal famine 
of such severity as to destroy nearly all semblance of law and order 
is certain to occur in certain countries in northwest Europe next 
winter unless immediate and drastic action is taken now... . Cold 
and hunger can be expected to kill thousands and the children of 
Europe will surely carry the marks of the coming winter to their 
raves. «1 

It will do all that. More, too, will it do in the field of politics. 
There is no mystery about the political “left.” It will exist and 
thrive and find men and women to support and promote it with- 
out one single kopek or ruble from Russia; with no encourage- 
ment from the Russian Communists. It will do this so long as the 
political right, or the political “middle of the road,” fails to un- 
derstand it to be the stubborn instinct of the needy. There is no 
need to.argue they should know better; that their intelligence 
should tell them that those who promise much deliver little. 


We have seen it in great regions of our own country. We have 
seen it in states where agriculture was depressed and the smooth- 
tongued promisers could take the hurts and the grievances of men 
and women and use them to get votes. Multiply that into a nation 
or several nations. Thinking of a country where people have died 
for want of proper food and warmth. Last winter in Paris at one 
hospital the average daily death of babies was 12—a dozen each day. 
They died because their mothers had come there for delivery in a 
low state of health. Babies were born of mothers who had not 
been able to give them enough strength for the mortal journey. 
And there were many nations hurt worse than France. The primal 
instinct of man is for food and shelter and the protection of his 
family. And that explains why there is in all of Europe today a 
heavy drift to the political left. It is ridiculous to blame it on 
Russia. It grew out of misery and terror and it turned toward the 
Soviet strength as naturally as a sunflower turns toward the sun. 
There was no other sun visible in the sky because there were no 
articulate voices to point out the location of another sun. 


Six million tons of coal will not heal the wounds, re- 
store order or industrial might. But it will let the 
people know we recognize their plight; that we are interested and 
sympathetic; that we are not selfish and interested only in our own 
warmth and well-being. } 
Arthur Hays Sulsberger, publisher of the New Yofk Times, 
returned recently from a tour of western Europe and wrote: 
“We have not yet won the victory in Europe. We have only 
beaten the Germans.” 
It will mean a sacrifice to send 6,000,000 tons of coal tod Europe. 
It ought not to mean any acute shortness in home supply. But it 
may mean fewer bright lights on streets and a pinching at home. 
It will be interesting to see if the strongest nation in the world, 
and the most Christians, will meet the test of Christiah idealism 
and political realism.

But there are many 
mild and harmless little deceptions photographers do use. Who can 
deny many portrait studios achieve effects that present their clients 
as far more attractive than they are in the flesh? 

There are, today, thousands and thousands of mothers and 
wives and sisters and sweethearts who would do ’most anything 
to be on the dock when the ship carrying their particular soldier 
comes into poft, bringing him home.

Well, if there is no human showing in the picture it is quite easy 
to take a picture of a house, any house, and label it as the place 
sheltering the desperadoes in hiding. 

Or an empty railroad coach, with the shades pulled down at 
all windows, will easily pass for the one with the bashful personnel 
inside. You can even have one of your pals inside the coach with 
one wingow shade drawn aside sufficiently to show there is someone 
in there. Who can identify a shoulder or back? 

I remember when one of the greatest news pho- 
Ku Kluxers! tographers who ever worked in Atlanta received 
an order from a news picture syndicate to get a picture of a Ku 
Klux Klan ceremonial. That was back in the early ’twenties, when 
the KKK was news, even though a shameful outrage. Now the 
KKK didn’t permit any pictures of their ceremonials. They kept 
plenty of husky sentries and guards to prevent just such an event.

Georgia’s annual tobacco season gets under 
way today. 


Tobacco? Tobacco is the stuff you find in cigareta... when, 
that is, you can find the cigarets. 


Georgia's 17 tobacco markets report a bumper crop this year, 
there being an estimated 90,000 acres in the leaf. Tobacco averages 
nearly a thousand pounds—and a million headaches—to the acre. 


That's because tobacco has to be pampered. Tobacco takes «@ 
lot of fertilizer, a little rain and a heap of praying. 


Curing, too, is a delicate process. There is just one way to cure 
tobacco properly. Tobacco farmers, on the other hand, may be 
cured (1) by bldemold, (2) hailstorms, and (3) six cents a pound 
for their crop. 


Tobacco is sold by the auction aystem. Tobacco auctioneering 
is a profitable profession frequently followé@d by preachers of the 
unknown tongue who fall from grace. 


Tobacco is sold in long rows of shallow baskets on the ware 
house floors. Some of the tobacco inevitably falls to the floor and 
is trampled. They used to sell these ‘“sweepings” for use in cheap 
cigars. But no more,

Republican Slated 
For Court Vacancy 


WASHINGTON.—It is now pretty generally 
accepted that President Truman will name sa 
, Republican to the supreme court vacancy caused 
by the retirement of Associate Justice Roberts. | 

Most observers are agreed that the President has little choice 
but to do this. 

As it is presently constituted the high tribunal is made up of 
seven Democrats and one Republican. To replace Mr. Justice 
Roberts, a Republican, with a Democrat would give the court a ratio 
of eight to one in favor of the party in power. Chief Justice Ston 
would be left as the sole remaining Republican on the body. ~ 

That would be an unprecedented division as between the 
major parties, Custom and tradition dictate that a closer balance 


be struck. 

There are those who argue that po 
Party Not Important? litical affiliations are not so impor- 
tant in selecting members of the court as the philosophy of the 
men chosen. ‘In other words, the determining factor should be not 
whether a man is a Republican or a Democrat, but whether he is 
a liberal or a conservative. 

On this basis, Mr. Truman, it is held, would be justified in 
ignoring party labels in filling the Roberts vacancy. 

But to do so would be to invite a political issue. The issue would 
rest on the fact that, in filling his first supreme court vacancy, the 
President had named a member of his own party—something ordi- 
narily he would be acknowledged to have every right to do—but 
rather on the score that he had loaded the court down with an 
eighth Democrat. 

In short, the effect of his act would be to shift to his own 
shoulders the accumulated weight of grievances coming from Re 
publicans over the appointment by President Roosevelt of eight con- 
secutive Democrats, counting James F. Byrnes, who served a short 
time and resigned. 

Another Democrat added to the court at this time would tend to 
bring into bolder relief all of the party appointments made during 
the past 12 years by the late president. 

Mr. Truman is believed to be too wise politically to invite an 


issue of that kind. 

: The best evidence, perhaps, in support of the 
Senator Austin belief that the office will gO io. Repub- 
lican is the fact that a number of prominent Democrats who ordi- 
narily would be in line for the appointment are showing no in- 
terest in the vacancy. Sen. Hatch, of New Mexico, for example, 
one of those who had been mentioned for the post, has now given 
his open indorsement to a Republican, Sen. Austin, of Vermont. 

This has tended to give the Republicans a mononoply in the 
speculation over who is to get the appointment. Sen. Austin, an 
exceedingly able législator, is still favored to land the prize, al- 
though nothing has come from the White House to indicate who 
the President may have in mind. 

Gov. Earl Warren, of California, is also regarded to be much in 
the running. As a former attorney general of his state he is looked 
upon as having all the qualifications for the office, but whether he 
would be willing to give up his present position, in view of the 
bright political prospects that seem to lie ahead of him, is a ques- 
tion to be decided. 

Sources close to the White House say that Mr. Truman would 
probably prefer to name a western man to the vacancy, if a suit- 
able one can be found. 

If the President were free to name a member of his own party 
to the post attention would center on several prominent Democrats, 
including Sen. Barkley, of Kentucky, the majority leader of the 
upper chamber, and Sen. Walter F. George, of Georgia, long recog- 
nized as one of the foremost constitutional authorities in congress. 

But most of the evidence points in the direction of a Repub- 
lican. The present division of the court is such that it would be 
very surprising to see the President select a member of his own 


party.

Are We Following 
Dangerous Policy? 


WASHINGTON.—There's 


a philosophy preva- 


lent in Washington about the use of certain types 


of businessmen 


should be pointed 
out of government. 
It is not a new attitude. 


in government service 


But it is more important now because 


of the peculiar nature of problems facing govérnment, at home and 


abroad, 

Currently, for instance, there is 
criticism about the appointment 
to key positions in agencies con- 
cerned with the control of German 
industry, both here and abroad, 
of men connected with big corpo- 
rations that formerly had contracts 
with German industries, or had 
large investments in Germany. 
Therefore they would be interested 
in a revival of German industry. 

The control of German industry | 
is vital because it is the potential | 
that started and carried on two 
world wars. | 

The inquirer gets a series of, 
reasons for this appointment pol-' 
icy. It is said, for instance, that) 


these particular businessmen and| _ 


industrialists have been selected 
because of their familiarity with 
the problems in the industries with 
which they will deal in Germany. 

It is said, also, that giving these 
men such jobs will make them 
lean over backwards. It will “put 
them on the spot” and they will 
become champions of the control 
philosophy and will help in its ac- 
ceptance and enforcement. 

A third reason advanced, which 
has to do with practical govern- 
ment as it exists, is that Congress 
is more impresesd with policies 
that have the backing of business- 
men and industrialists than it is 
with policies evolved by men in 
government bureaus dealing with 
economics and finance. 

Vigorous exception to this atti- 
tude has been taken publicly by 
Rep. Voorhis, Democrat, Califor- 
nia, recognized as one of the most 
conscientious of public officials, 
who. revealed the presence in key 
places on the socalled group con- 
trol council operating in Germany 
of men connected with corpora- 
tions that had investments in Ger- 
many. 

Mr. Voorhis argues that, while 
he does not question the motives 
of these men, it will be hard for 
them not to consider the vested 
interests of their own corpora- 
tions, since this is a human reac- 
tion. Further, he points out that 
this country has available thou- 
sands of able men connected with 
corporations which never had any 
German tieups and are informed 
of the problems involved. 

Why, therefore, out of all busi- 
nessmen were those selected who 
did have special interests? 

There is also, among those who 
know Washington, a feeling that 
government business should be 
conducted by disinterested govern- 
ment officials long trained in 
problems of government. The gov- 
ernment is full of such men, not 
always known to the public, who 
are able and have a devotion to 
the public interest. They have 
standing, too, with congress. Some 
are being used in special jobs. 
More could be used. 

The present emphasis on busi- 
nessmen in government is a nat- 
ural development from the war 
need. Top business and industrial 
leaders were drafted to come here 
and help with the war. This was 
a compromise which the late Pres- 
ident Roosevelt decided was nec- 
essary. This sacrifice naturally 
has thrown a glamor about them. 


They have done a good job. 
But, after all, they represent a 
certain philosophy, and it is a 
question how long and in what! 
quarters they should be utilized 
for problems not directly connect- 
ed with the actual war program 
and in which there is a vital pub- 
lic interest that requires complete- 
ly disinterested service.
